Final Box Score 

Of 80th Congress 

Here is the final box score of 
the Eightieth Congress: as of 
June 23. a total of 740 bills and 
resolutions had been passed and 
signed by the President. It if 
expected that the number will 
go beyond 800. President is per- 
mitted 10 days to sign bills into 
law after they are sent to the 
White House. Sixty-two bills 
were flown to Philadelphia June 
22 for the signatures of Senate 
President pro tern Vandenberg 
(R., Mich.), and House Speaker 
Martin (R., Mass.) before going 
to the President's desk. 

Congress also passed 389 pri- 
vate bills and resolutions which 
had received Presidential signa- 
ture as of June 23. . . . President 
vetoed 61 measures — 32 In 1947 
and 29 in 1948. Six vetoes were 
overridden. ... In previous Con- 
gress, 733 public law bills and 
resolutions and 892 private 
measures were passed. ... A 
total of 11.832 bills and resolu- 
tions were introduced in the 
Eightieth Congress — about 300 
more than in the Seventy-ninth.

Walten Launches Projects 
To Stabilise Production 

Frankfort. — Two projects de- 
signed to help stabilize agricul- 
tural production and income in 
Kentucky, and to provide a 
thorough analysis of market sup- 
plies and facilities have been 
launched under supervision of 
Commissioner of Agriculture 
Harry F. Walters and Director 
of Markets J.. Dan Baldwin. 

The projects, which got under 
way last Thursday, will cost 
$30,000 — half of which will be 
financed with federal matching 
funds supplied by the Hope-Flan- 
nagan Agricultural Act. 

Purpose of the first project — 
that of increasing marketing 
efficiency through development 
and dissemination of special mar- 
ket information on the supply, 
demand, location, transportation 
and price of agricultural com- 
modities—has as its main ob- 
ject to help stabilize agricultural 
production and income in Ken- 
tucky. 

The second calls for obtaining 
and analyzing of new basic data 
pertaining to market supplies 

to aid in improving distribution 
methods and the expansion ol 
market outlets for Kentucky 
farm products.

This is made pos- 
sible by the agreement of the 
Kentucky Farm Bureau Federa 
tion to distribute admissior 
tickets through their county Farm 
Bureau presidents, Matlick added. 

J. E. Stanford, executive sec- 
retary of the Kentucky Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, has announced 
the appointment of Paul Grubbs, 
a member of the Federation's 
staff, as chairman of advance 
ticket sales. 

Tickets will go on sale July 10 
and will remain on sale at half 
price until September 1, Grubbs

Another grand jury has come and looked in on the law 
enforcement program of Jefferson County. Looked in and 
found the law enforcement agencies and their administra- 
tors wishing and wanting — "wishing" for ability to see 
what is wrong at certain corrupt spots in their territory, 
and at the same time, wanting in willingness to do their full 
duty. 

It doesn't take an expert's knowledge of politics to ap- 
preciate the difficulties facing those public officials who 
must be held responsible for law enforcement. Let us ad- 
mit that prima facie. But having admitted it, we should 
be done with it — done with it as a basis of excusing those 
whose duty it is to uphold and enforce the law. The pub- 
lic has a right to expect of those elected or appointed to 
public office that they do their sworn duty. 

Moreover it isn't too much to expect of a long suffering 
public that it become weary — not to say disgusted — with 
excuses on the part of the police and their superiors. In 
fact the public has been seeing too much to listen with 
patience to the stories of those in authority who claim to be 
unable to see. 

Regardless of all that is to be said of the public being to 
blame for weakness in the law's enforcement, we venture 
the opinion that if a few more grand juries, by taking up 
where the June body left off, show as much concern in their 
line of duty, public officials and the public in general will 
be functioning more eranestly and more successfully. 

We are not condoning public lethargy, but the public 
has the right to expect of the public officials and others 
charged with peculiar responsibilities — such as members 
of grand juries — that they take the lead in these matters. 
But if these have no vision "the people perish," in more 
ways than one. 

We congratulate the June grand jury in the apparent 
effort its members put forth to do their duty. May their 
tribe increase.

For it will 
be "Bullitt County Day." Miss Nell Cummings, it is an- 
nounced, will be director. 

In some instances, after a picnic in a favorite park, and 
a day of meeting and greeting among old friends, partici- 
pants have repaired in the evenings to a hotel for a banquet, 
with addresses. These gatherings have often induced form- 
er residents of counties living in various parts of the coun- 
try to return "home" for the roundup. In this way many 
meet who otherwise would not see each other for years.

Of all the characteristics of the 
pioneer the one that grates most 
on me is his wastefulness and 
utter hostility to nature. Over 
" iver in this column I have 
n about gullies and persim- 
,un bushes, about unplanned 
farming and worn-out farms, i 
wish I could say that such species 
of robbery have vanished and 
that now man knows that his 
present and future life on earth 
must depend on his partership 
with nature. I rejoice, as readers 
of this column will remember, 
that hundreds of farmers have j 
become conscious of this obliga- 
tion to nature and are trying to 
heal the wounds made by 
thoughtless wasters through the 
generations since the land was 
opened to settlement. On the 
other hand, I know of acres that 
. being robbed right now ir 
ie pioneer fashion, washing in- 
lu gullies, one-cropped to death. 
Only today I walked across i 
farm that is certainly one of the 
it in the state in fertility and 
„, land use. Yet just across a 
line fence on one side and across 
the highway in another are field? 
belonging to farmers who arc 
still mining the soil much as 
strip miners are tearing up the 
surface of the earth in many 
Kentucky coal-producing coun- 

Another evidence of man a- 
gainst nature I have discussed 
here and in dozens of speeches 
throughout my long life as an 
amateur naturalist. I refer tc 
the prejudice against snakes and 
hawks that condemns to death 
the good along with the bad. 
It is significant that my mention 
of hawks always riles an anony 
mous correspondent, who pro- 
ceeds to warn me to let such vile 
things alone and to moon over 
good old times. As long as any 
hawk is in danger of a shotgun 
-lerely because it is a hawk and 
ot an actual destroyer of poul- 
try, or as long as a snake merits 
death merely because someone's 
great-great-grandfather was bit- 
rattlesnake or a copper-

All my childhood I smarted un- 
der the pioneer folk philosophj 
that anyone with an interest 
out of the ordinary or average 
was potentially or actually r 
crackpot. Since I was a weak- 
ling until I was in the middle 
twenties, I suffered the taunts 
actual or implied, of people who 
because they were stronger anc" 
healthier, looked down on a bo) 
with a crooked back. Obviously 
I could not be the normal boy 
that I have always wished that 
I could have been, but a boy can- 
not sit down and vegetate lik< 
mushroom on a log. I had 
other interests: wild flowers and 
birds, for instance. But who 
but a fool, I often heard, would 
pay any attention to such sissy 
things? It was the old pioneer 
coldness to anything besides 
muscular strength and average or 
ordinary interests. I fared much 
better than one of my friends, 
who was and is a painter, but 
who was looked upon as not 
merely a fool but even a crimi- 
lal for devoting his time to such 
innecessary work. The pio- 
icer resented differences, es- 
>ecially if these differences were 
,:uch as he could not enjoy. His 
descendants are sometimes equal- 
ly shortsighted and cruel. 

The attitude toward wild game 
is another phase of this same 
hostility of the pioneer to nature. 
I genuinely love to see people 
fishing with rod and line; there 
is no finer sport than fishing, 
from bent-pin days to casting. 
But what more wasteful or cruel 
thing can you imagine than dy- 
namiting? It is Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki all over again and with 
no immediate or apparent pur- 
pose except to be hoggish. S( 
prevalent is dynamiting that at 
certain seasons of the year I am 
almost afraid to wander along 
some of the few streams in my 
area for fear I might be mis- 
taken for a conservation officer 
and receive a load of buckshot 
I should say that I do not re- 
gard myself as a law-enforce- 
ment officer by any stretch of 
the imagination; just what the 
violator of the law might think 
I do not know,.

TIMELY TOPICS 

EUROPEAN CORN BORER — 
This insect has invaded, many 
plantings of sweet corn and al- 
though the early planting may 
escape serious loss, plantings 
made later may not fare so well. 
In Tact, egg-masses have been 
seen on sweet corn not two feet 
tall. A good general 
mendation would lie to spray 
DDT (two tablespoons of 50 per 
cent Wettable per gallon o 
water) using the bean beetU 
nozzle pointed down over the 
stalks so that the spray may lodg< 
at the bases of the leaves, when 
for the most part the borers leer 
awhile before cnieimg the stalk 
itself. The spray should I 
at the rate of one gallon 
feet of row.

One pound used at this rate will 
spray 25 plants for four sprayings 
or 100 plants at one time. Dusting 
requires more material, but 
easier in some ways to apply, sin 
no water tank is to be carried. 

A complete spray to control 
blight and insects can be found at 
most seed or supply stores. Most 
of these prepared dusts contain 
DDT and Copper. Be sure 
Copper is there for blight. 

Bean Beetle is in full I 
now. Do your best to control the 
first brood by thorough spraying 
or dusting. You can prevent mil- 
lions later by killing a few now 
on the early crop. It might sav< 
lots of beans of the late crop tc 
make a trap of the old first plant- 
ing. Before you pull the old vii 
and burn them, spray heavily 
kill everything. Use Rotenone, 
to 1% or 3% DDT. 
BERRY GROWERS WARNING 
Don't put off working-out those 
old patches. Get busy the first day 
your plow will take the ground 
and tear up those old middles, 
leaving a bed or row 12 1 
inches wide from which to grow 
a new crop of runners to produce 
the 1949 crop of berries. Remem- 
ber, delay is costing you crates of 
berries next year.
